bucket brigade kept th e flames from 
reach in g adjoin in g structures. 
Th e fire started about 5 o’clock 
in th e Kin n ey store an d was caused 
by th e ex plosion of a-¿gasolin e tan k 
wh ich was a part of th e ligh tin g sy s­ 
tem. 
Th e burn er at th e en d of th e 
tan k was bein g gen erated wh en in 
some man n er th e 
fire 
reach ed th e 
open in g in th e tan k wh ich ex ploded 
with a loud report. 
Immediately th e 
flamin g oil was th rown th rough out 
th e room an d th e stock was afire be­ 
fore th e volun teer brigade could or­ 
gan ize.

Iteally it h as never been h ungry 
since tlie war began.

h ad th en been ended, say s a Berlin 
correspondent of th e New Y’ork Times. 
Th ere is no scarcity of food in Ger­ 
many actually . 
Th at is to say , th ere 
now is and lias been alway s plenty to 
eat. 
Th ere h as been only too little of 
th is or th at, made up for by more th an 
enough of someth ing else. A deficit of 
grain is offset by an abundance of po­ 
tatoes, n deficit of meat by an increas­ 
ed supply of fish , a deficit of fat by au 
abundance of h oney , and so on. 
And 
as th e war h as now gone th rough two 
h arvests, as conditions tend rath er to 
improve th an to become worse and 
as th e surplus food production of Rou- 
manla, Bulgaria and Turkey now Is 
added to th e resources of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary , it is not easy to im­ 
agine h ow th e Gorman people are go­ 
ing to be starved. 
Th ey are eating, 
statistically , perh aps 15 per cent less 
th an th ey normally would and y et, per­ 
h aps, 10 per cent more th an th ey need 
to eat. 
Th e ease is somewh at better 
th an th e statistical statem ent would 
Imply , since, owing to rigid meth ods 
of regulation, much waste of distribu­ 
tion is eliminated. 
A country th at h as 
normally produced only 85 per cent of 
its own food, suddenly cut off from 
Its outside supplies, m ust be supposed 
to h ave a deficit of 15 per cent, but 
wh ere formerly was waste and now is 
none th e people will be able to con 
sumo 85 per cent of th e normal amount 
plus th e former waste, wh ich now 
th ey also eat.

“It seems, also,” continued Mes­ 
sing, “th at a sy stematic effort was 
made a few month s ago to canvass 
th e available supply of q uinine. Some 
of th e coal tar drugs h ave risen in 
prices th at seem out of proportion to 
th eir cost of manufacture, 
but it 
would be practically impossible for 
any set of men to control or form a 
ring to set th e prices on more th an 
a few universally used drugs or ch em­ 
icals. 
“Th e jobbers are not encouraging 
buy ing in q uantities, nor are th ey 
overstocked on h igh priced drugs. In 
most instances, th e rise in prices h ad 
been gradual. 
Th e enormous q uantity of drugs 
being used in th e manufacture of ex ­ 
plosives, with th e German importation 
cut off, are th e contributing causes 
to th e increase J» ijrice. 
I would es­ 
pecially meritiorf ffc?se drugs, wh ich 
h ave risen in price due to th e demand 
resulting from th e war: Gly cerine, 
Picric Acid, Bromine, Carbolic Acid, 
Perox ide of Hy drogen, all potash 
salts, coal tar products, and a number 
of acids and all disinfaetants. 
“Th ese ch emicals are necessarily 
used in th e manufacture of oth er 
products, wh ich naturally rise in sy m­ 
path y . 
I feel q uite safe th erefore, in 
say ing th at a combine does not ex ­ 
ist to boost th e price of drugs.”

Germany W ill Not Recognize Right of 
Armed Merchantmen. 
sr 
Wash ington, 
Jan. 
27.—Th at

many does not consider h erself bound 
by h er corresp ondence with th e Uni­ 
ted States on submarine warfare to 
refrain from attacking armed mer­ 
ch ant vessels with out warning, 
is 
learned, and is understood to h ave an 
imp ortant bearing on th e intention of 
th e state dep artment to revise its rul­ 
ing with resp ect to th e case of armed 
merch antmen. 
Both Germany and Austria are dis­ 
p osed to contend th at th e arming of 
an enemy merch antman makes its 
virtually an auxiliary sh ip of war.

VOTE ON COLOMBIAN TREATY 


W ill Be Taken In the Senate Next 
Week, Is Announced. 


Wash ington, Jan. 27.—Th e senate 
committee on foreign relations h as 
agreed to take a vote next Wednesday 
on rep orting th e Colombian treaty to 
th e senate. 
Th is treaty h as been p ending since 
th e last congress. 
It was h eld up in 
th e last congress by senators wh o 
were op p osed to making a p ublic de­ 
claration th at th e United States h ad 
done wrong in acquiring th e canal 
zone. 
Op p osition also was sh own to 
a p rop osals to p ay $25,000,000 to Co­ 
lombia by way of rep aration. 
By 
agreement among th e senators th e 
Colombia treaty will go to th e senate 
and th e figh t th ere over its ratifica­ 
tion p romises to be exceedingly inter­ 
esting. 
Senator Borah is one of th e 
p rincip al op p onents of it. 
Th e committee did not consider any 
Mexican matters and th e nomination 
of Henry P. Fletch er to be ambassador 
to Mexico was not taken up . 


SIX PERSONS PERISH IN FIRE 


Three Jump to Deaths From Fourth 
Story Window. 


Seattle, Wash ., Jan. 27.—Six p er­ 
sons lost th eir lives h ere in a fire 
wh ich destroy ed th e interior of th e 
five-story Talbot-Walker building, at 
Jackson street and First avenue. 
A large quantity of h emp , salvaged 
from an incendiary fire last fall on 
a steamsh ip p ier stacked with war 
munitions, was being dried in th e 
building. 
Officials said th ere was n'- 
trace of incendiarism, but th at th e 
building was considered a h eavy risk 
because of th e h emp dry ing. 
Th ree of th e six known dead were 
killed in leap s from th e fourth -story 
windows.
